LAWS IN SHANGHAI 


DUTCH CROWN PRINCESS GREETS FRIEND. 


Dutch boys and girls are In bed 
by 9 o’clock, at least In The Hague. 
A paternal government sees to It that 
they have to go to bed. There is noth­ 
ing else for them to do. 
The other night, says a writer, w e 
dined at one of the largest restaurants 
in The Hague. 
Not a boy or girl was 
to be seen. 
No one was being treated 
by auntie or uncle, or dining with 
father and mother, just for once I 
We went to see the film of “M oans 
Vanna,’* harm less enough surely, and 
preceded by one of those rollicking pic­ 
tures in which people fall off roofs into 
tubs of water or get buckets of paint 
Inverted on their heads. 
I missed the 
shrill shrieks of delighted children, 
hearing instead only bass guffaws. The 
notice confronted me as I went out: 
“Children under eighteen not ad­ 
mitted.” 
In fact, children less than eighteen 
can go nowhere in the evening in The 
Hague. 
No theater will admit th em ; 
the restaurants and picture houses are 
closed to them, and very soon dancing 
will be forbidden to them. 
Certainly the Dutch boys and girls 
look wonderfully healthy and happy. 
I Going to bed early agrees with them, 
lf their looks are any criterion. 
I can 
scarcely believe that there exists a 
thin Dutch child. 
How, Indeed, can they be thin when 
they drink so much milk? 
School children begin the day with 


I about a pint of new milk, warm In 
winter, cold In summer. 
With it they 
eat five or six slices of bread and but­ 
ter. 
That keeps them going until they 
come home from school at 12 o’clock, 
when another pint of milk bas to be 
drunk and five or six more slices of 
bread and butter eaten. 
The big meal of the day, dinner, Is 
eaten at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when school Is over. 
After the home 
lessons are finished the school child 
drinks another huge glass of milk be­ 
fore going to bed. 
“What happens lf the children don’t 
like milk?” I asked the mother of a 
large 
family, 
who 
was 
dispensing 
breakfast to her boys and girls. 
I saw the children exchange glances. 
“They have to like it,” replied the 
mother, pouring out a glassful calmly, 
as she spoke.—London Mail. 


American Traveler Tells of Mo­ 
toring in China. 


A friend of mine returned the other 
day from Shanghai, China, and the 
tale of the motoring law s in Shanghai 
may be Interesting to American mo­ 
torists, says Erwin Greer, president 
of College of Automotive Engineering 
of Chicago. 
In the first place traffic runs along 
the left side of the street, which Is 
the opposite to the American custom. 
There are so many Chinamen on the 
streets that one would naturally sup­ 
pose the law would require the mo­ 
torist to drive slowly. 
On the con­ 
trary, they may drive as fast as they 
wish—it Is up to the coolie to get out 
of the way. 
However, lf the motorist 
happens to bump a high-class China­ 


man or foreigner, woe be unto him, 
for the law takes its full course, and 
for such an offense the motorist will, 
nine chances out of ten, find him self 
In jail, and Shanghai jails aren’t very 
nice when one shares them with nu­ 
merous coolies. 
Few accessories are used on cars In 
the Orient, but then the cars are, for 
the most part, not worth dolling up. 
As long as they run on all four wheels 
nothing Is done to them. 
W hen re­ 
pairing is im perative only that work 
is done which is absolutely necessary. 
The 
roads 
are narrow 
and 
con­ 
structed of cobblestones, except In a 
small downtown d istrict 
Cars and 
tires do not last very long there. 
The traffic officers are Sikh police­ 
men, who stand at the main corners 
In a sort of dejected manner and wave 
their hands spasmodically, first in one 
direction 
and 
then 
In 
the 
other. 
’Rickshas, machines and street cars 
wait im patiently sometimes while a 
Sikh 
policeman 
settles 
a 
dispute 
among some coolies, then, with a start, 
wakes up and sends the held-uo traffic 


on once again. 
Most machines don’t seem capable 
of breaking any speed laws. 
However, 
there are some very honest-to-goodness 
m ach in es-on the streets, driven by 
chauffeurs, and they for the most part 
are observant of the speed laws, or, 
at least, they watch the movements 
of other cars so as to avoid a collision. 
Gasoline sells for a dollar a gallon. 
China money, or about SO cents in 
gold. 
However, you can hire an au­ 
tomobile all day for $5; but why use 
an automobile when you can have a 
'ricksha for f>0 cents a day and be car­ 
ried 
somewhere 
between 
ten 
and 
twelve miles an hour. 
Altogether, motoring in the Orient 
Isn’t a very comfortable sport, though 
most of the well-paid foreigners own 
automobiles or “motors," as they say 
over there. If you drive outside of the 
cities and have a breakdown, then 
your troubles begin, for there are not 
many garages In that country. 
In 
fact, the only place cars are used is 
in a short radius of the larger towns.

THIS OUGHT TO DAMPEN ASPIRATIONS TO BE PRESIDENT 


If anyone were doubtful before as to aspirations to be Presi- J 
dent of the United States, the events of the last few days in 
Washington, with reference to the soldiers’ bonus issue, should 
serve to dampen the ardor of such ambitions. 
The wide diver­ 
gence of opinion between the President and congress over the 
bonus bill, with its far-reaching political effect, clearly demon­ 
strates the tremendous responsibility that rests on the shoulders 
of the chief executive. The choice between the two paths of de­ 
sire and duty, 
upon which might hang the successful consumma­ 
tion of presidential aspirations, was probably not easy. 
The 
President, sweeping personal considerations aside, acted accord­ 
ing to what he considered the greatest duty of his life. We sup­ 
pose no one was ever put to a task that he felt more essential, or 
of more imperative importance than was Mr. Coolidge, when he 
vetoed the soldiers’ bonus bill. 
United States Senators, too, were subject to pressure, both 
ways. Senator Willis has given out some messages he has receiv­ 
ed. 
One of the telegrams to the Ohio Senator came from Youngs­ 
town and contained more than BOO signatures. It said: 
“We, the undersigned, all ex-service men, 81 officers and 239 
enlisted men, hereby notify you that unless you support Presi­ 
dent Coolidge on the bonus question we will actively work for your' 
defeat at coming election.” 
A telegram signed by Richard Jones, Jr., of Youngstown, said: 
“If you do not support President today how can you as a dele­ 
gate at large support him at the Cleveland convention?” 
Another, signed by John Tod, Youngstown, said: 
“We are expecting you to support the President and his poli­ 
cies on the floor of the Senate, as well as at the Cleveland conven­ 
tion.” 
A telegram received by Senator Willis from Charles P. Taft, 
Cirtcinnati, said: 
“I urge you to support the President in his wise, courageous 
and patriotic veto of the bonus bill.” 
Senator Willis’ explanation of his stand on the subject was! 
carried in dispatches Tuesday, and may or may not satisfy op­ 
ponents of the bonus.

Columbus, May 23.—Tho final S'e«- 
pion of the Republican pre-primary 
convention here was featured by the I 
adaption of a resolution, advocating 
n-re-primary conventions for the fu­ 
ture and by several speeches in which 
“bossism” was denounced. 
Plan of the leaders to Indorse a 
candidate never reached the conven­ 
tion floor. 
It was abandoned in the 
rules committee wheta it became ap­ 
parent its success in the convention 
was doubtful and 
til at chances of 
party success in November would be 
endangered 
if 
it 
could 
be forced 
through the convention. 
As a result 
the rul^s committee killed the pro- 
|K>sedl resolution to indorse a cam- 
didate by a vote of 19 to 3. 
By the 
•ame vote it adopted a resolution, 
which was approved by the conven­ 
tion by a vote of 1,415 to 415, recom­ 
mending that the convention advocate 
(pre-tpnimary 
conventions 
for 
the 
future and legislative enactment to 
give such convention a legal statue. 
The resolution provided that the 
Republican party hereafter, starting 
with 1936, shall hold pre-primary con­ 
ventions 
to 
“recommend” 
to 
the 
voter “sruitaMe” candidates tor ail 
elective state offices; that the pri- 
^ 
, ^,ry law should 'be modified by leg­ 
islative enactment as soon aa pos­ 
sible to authorize 
pre-primary con­ 
ventions, and that until legislation is 
enacted the Republican state central 
committee shall be authorized to call 
a pre-primary convention. 
L. J. Taber of Barnesville, master 
of the National Orange and former 
state director of aigricuftture, made* a 
bitter attack on the pro-primary con­ 
vention theory.

A interesting item, is t he I a r t that 
in the year 3896, the total w ages of 
teachers of the elem entary schools 
w as $16,940, and the total wages of 
teachers of the high scho>— 
$4,900, 
making a total of $21,840 for teachers' 
salaries of the city schools. 
In 1920, according to City Superin­ 
tendent C. A. W altz, the teach ers’ sal­ 
aries of the city schools w as $96,000 
and in the last year, $82,000.

and

class.

viewpoint, 
which never leaves his m ind,

advantages. 
He would carry

His opponents would be the extrem e 
Tories and the brewing 
in terests. 
And he is shrewd enough to know 
that most, of the nine m illion women 
voters of Britain would he support­ 
ing him .
